e For special education, there is no supplement / not
supplant provision with IDEA funds if an LEA is
meeting maintenance of effort requirements.

o Since these are technically special education funds, the
supplement/not supplant rules apply to the set-aside rather
than the supplement / not supplant rules of the Title I-A
program.
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TI Set-Aside & Flow-through

Each LEA will need to address/discuss concerns that IDEA
funds are being spent on regular education activities as
opposed to special education activities.

e With a strong multi-level system of support in place, LEAs
should see a decrease in the number of students identified
as needing special education programming.

e Results Drive Accountability — Literacy — this flexibility
could support LEAs looking for ways to strengthen the
general education instruction for students with disabilities.
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CEIS

Stands for “Coordinated Early Intervening Services”

e Up to 15% of IDEA Allocation — Option for ALL LEAs.

e Supports and services for students who need academic or
behavioral help to succeed in general education but who
have not been identified as students with disabilities.

e The intent is that IDEA funds for CEIS supplement a
district’s support for providing a system of interventions.

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What is CEIS?

e Most districts have the option to reserve and budget
up to 15% of their IDEA funds for a CEIS set-aside.

e Some districts are required to use 15% of their IDEA

funds on a CEIS set-aside because of findings made
by DPI.
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The Caveat

e Not intended for students with disabilities.

e Interventions funded with CEIS dollars must be
provided to non-disabled students identified as
needing additional academic and behavioral
supports to succeed in general education.

e Intended for grades kindergarten (including 4K)
through grade 12, with emphasis on the early grades.
o But NOT allowed for preschool
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Funding an RtI System with CEIS

e A district’s coordinated system for...
o Identifying students at-risk for failure (screening)

o Providing the identified students with academic and/or
behavioral services and supports

o Monitoring the identified students’ response to the services
and supports (progress monitoring) and using the students’
data to make educational decisions

o Ensuring staff implementing these activities have received
sufficient professional development and training

Not all of the CEIS pieces can be funded with CEIS
grant dollars.
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Universal Screening

e Identifying students at risk for failure.
o Not random selection — must be “data-based”

o System for universal screening in place

o Students may be at risk academically or because of
behavior issues

e Universal screening activities used to identify
students cannot be funded with CEIS dollars.
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Interventions

e Providing the identified students with academic
and/or behavioral services and supports.

o Often referred to as “interventions”

o Not core curriculum or “differentiated” curriculum
x CEIS cannot fund Universal Learning Design initiatives

o Staff that provide these services and supports must be

qualified and appropriately licensed

e Activities to provide interventions can be funded
with CEIS dollars.
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Monitoring of Interventions

e Monitoring the identified students’ response to the
services and supports.

o Data is collected on individual student response to the services
and supports (interventions)

o Response is monitored frequently and regularly

o Monitoring data is used for making decisions about whether
interventions are helping and if continued intervention is
needed

e Monitoring of intervention activities can be funded
with CEIS dollars.
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'« General education classroom teachers
administer Brand X Math Screener in 6th
grade and record results.

 All students screened (60), 12 students are
identified.

. Cannot use CEIS funds.

CEIS and Special Education

e If a referral for special education is made, a special
education evaluation must be initiated.

e Data collected as a result of activities funded by CEIS
may be used when considering if a student meets
SLD criteria (specific learning disability).

e Students receiving special education services must
have access to general education services, including
general education academic and behavioral
interventions (as determined by the IEP team).
